Yea that very thought of Eternity 
gives alſo courage to bear patiently 
all perſecution, and the afflictions of 
this miſerable life: and will make us 
lay with S. Auguſtin: Here cut, here 
burn, bere do not ſpare me, Lord, 
ſo that thou ſpare me but Eternally. 
A ſerious reflection upon Eternity is 
2 ſoyaraign remedy againſt all ſins 
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180 Reflection upon Eternity 
for who Would preſume to offend 
God, if he well conſider d that by 
his ſin he forfeits an Eternity of all 
beatitude, and engages himſelfe te 
the enelleſs torments of Hell ? 
A good reflection upon Eternity 
is capable to make us admire, 
adore, and love God's Mercy, and 
dread his Juſtice. His Mercy, in 
rewarding ſo little ſervice done him 
1n this World , With everlaſting re- 
compence in the other: and his juſti- 
ce in punishing With eternal tor- 
ments one mortal ſin committed 
only in thought.

times to make a General Confeſſion. 
For by this means he acquires a 
more perfect knowledge of himſelf,
